PAYING THE PENALTY,

——

The Execution of the Modocs--~Scenes
at the Scaffold---W Iaa?%aptain
Jack Says,

JacksonvinLe, Oregon, October 3.—
The correspondend of the nssociated
press lefy Fort Klamath this morning
at 11:80 o'clock, and by hard ridin
arrived hére late this E\'enins wilg
the report of the execution of Cuplain
Jack and his band. Boston Charlie
and Black Jim were led on the seaf.
fold first, and Sclhonchin next, They
stepped on it with apparent indiffor
ence, having evidently resolvod to die
as bravely as thoy hud lived. Cap-
tain Jack went easily up the stairway,
but looked wretohed and miserable.—
Their manacles had been strock off,
but their arms wore socurely pinioned
with cords,

At precively 9:45 o'clock a. m. the
interpreters, Captain O. O, Applogate
and q;}avid Hill explained to {)m g:in-
oners the natore of the order to be
read them by tho adjotant, and at ten
o'clock Adjotant Kingsbury read the
order promulgating the sentonce of
the commission and President’s order
thereon, with the orders of Lhe secre-
tary of war and department com-
mander in the promises.  The two re-
prieved prisoners, Barncho and Slo.
tuck, yot stood on the ground io front
of the seaffuld, shackled and under
goand. During the reading the pin.
1oned vietims were seated on tho plat
form of tho seaffold, with their fect on
the drop, listoning anxiously, but of
conrse not understanding a word of
it, The reading occupied ten min.
utes, and then the adjotant read the
order and commutation in the case of
Barncho and Slotuck, and the poor
fellows were taken back to the stock.
nde, evidently much rejoiced al not
aceompanying the others Lo the bappy
hunting groonds,

The chaplain then offered an earn.
est and fervid prayer for the souls of
the culprits, which was listened Lo at-
tentively. At fifleen mioutes past
ten o'clock the fatal nooses were placed
aronnd the necks, under the diroction
of Captain Ho, It was nooessary
to cut off a little of Captain Juck’s
long bnir, which was in tho way of
thoe rope. Captain Ioge then bid
farewel! to the prisonors, and the black
caps wore pleoed over the beads of all
the onlprits, At twoenty minutes past
ton they stood on tho drop, and the
rope was cul by an assistant at a sig-
m‘)e| mado by C}apuin Hoge's hanker.
chief. The bodies swang round and
round, Juck and Jim up!;x:mnl[y dyin
easily, but Boston and Schonchin sul-
foring terrible convulsions.  Boston
and Schonchin repeatodly draw up
their lege, but the others seemed to
dio almost instantly.

Asthe drop fell, with aterribly dend-
ly thug, Ilsunching the four poor
wrotohes into eternity, a ory of horror
went up from scrowd of over 500
Kiamath Indians who witnessed the
awlil wpectaclo.  Walls of anguish
weont up from the stockade, whore tho
wives and children of the viotims had
full view of the soene. Tho coffine,
six in number, had beon placed direct-
Iy in the rear of the gallows, two of
them destined 1o be unocoupied as the
order commauting the sontences of
Parncho and Slotuck only arrived at
half past ton o'clock last evening, and
preparations had boon made for thoir
execution with the othors. An applhi-
eation was made this morning to Gen.
oral Wheaton by the Sheriff of Jack-
son county, Oregon, for the ocustody
of tho Indians indictod by the grand
Jury, but it was resfused.

SOENES BEFORE THE EXEOUTION.

A Fort Klamsth dispatoh of yoster-
day to the New York Herald sayn :

and sending two sides-decamp to
apologize. It was while these officers
wero at broakfast with the family
that Arvold received tho despatch
which annoonced Andro's eaplure,and
oaused his (Arpold’s) instant fligh’,on
retence Lo bis visitors of a eall from

Fost Puint.  Some bours luter Wash-
ingtan, arriving with General Knox
and General Lafayolte, and finding
Arnold gone, followed him, ss he sup-
posed, across tho river, aod loarning
that Arnold bad not been ot West
Point, roturned to dinner, As Wash-
inglon nrlpranuhad the house, Lis nide,
Colonel Hamilton, who had romained
behind, enme hurriedly to meet him,
and placod in his hands a despatch
which as confidential stalofficer, ho
bad already oponed, and which dis-
closed Arnold’s treachery, Washing-
ton communicated ils contents, doubt-
less beforo dinner Lo Gonersl Knox,
and to him alone, with the brief and
sigoificant words, “Whom oan we
trust now [

Tho usual vorsion is that hoe thus
communicated the portentuous news to
General Knox and Lafayotte jointly;
but that is an error. The statement
made to me by the latter, during our
Journey to L Grange, surprised and
interested me at the time, and has re-
mained indelibly impressed on my
memory. 1L was this:

Whoen Washiongton sat down Lo din-
nor, no unusual emotion waa visiblo
on his countenance. Ilo was grave
and silent, but not more o than oiton
happened when recont tidings from
the army ovcupied his thonghts, AL
